That Sec. 14 of Art. 2 of the 
Constitution of the state of Ind­ 
iana be 
amended 
to 'read as 
follows: Sec. 14. All the general 
elections 
shall be held on the 
first Tuesday 
after 
the 
first 
Monday in November, but town­ 
ship elections may he held at 
such time as may be provided 
by law for the election of all 
judges of courts of general and 
appellate 
jurisdiction, 
by 
an 
election' to lie held for such offi­ 
cers only, at which time no oth­ 


er officer shall be voted for; and 
may also provide for the regis­ 
tration of all persons entitled 
to vote. In providing for the re­ 
gistration of persons entitled to 
vote: 
the 
General 
Assembly 
shall have power to classify the 
several counties, townships, ci­ 
ties and towns of the state into 
classes, ami to enact laws pre­ 
scribing 
a uniform method of 
registration in any or all such 
classes. 
Note— The purpose of this amend­ 
ment is to do away with the neces­ 
sity and expense of registration 
in 
localities 
where it is not actually 
needed, thus removing the work and 
expense of a registration 
preceding 
each election, or. omitting registra­ 
tions 
where they are not needed, 
leaving action on tile subject of re­ 
gistration entirely in the hands of 
the Legislature.
